annual meeting last night was greeted with such 
marked enthusiasm.

—and. of cosine, all over Canada and other parts of 
this continent—that it teems almost unnecessary to 
refer to the many qualifications which equip him for 
the office to which he hat been called. He came 
from the farm, lived and worked on the farm, learned 
all there was to know about everything pertaining to 
the farm, and is never happier than when he is survey¬ 
ing the broad acres upon which his birthplace still 
stands.

A NOTHER Eden i» crumbling. The 
^ oolony of 7,000 Mennonltea who 
for thirteen years have been building 
a prosperous, independent -farming 
community out of a wilderness here, 
1 * being broken up because of dis¬ 
agreement with the Mexican govern¬ 
ment on the education of their 
children. 

Thirteen years ago they migrated 
from Canada because that govern¬ 
ment Insisted that English be taught 
In their schools. Nearly all the Men- 
nonltes are German-speaking, and 
they ding stubbornly to their native 
tongue. 

Now the Mexican government, pur¬ 
suing Its so-called socialistic educa¬ 
tional programme. has dosed the 
Mcnnonlte schools because they have 
refused to teach Spanish, geography 
and history. 

Efforts to reach a compromise have 
thus far 'failed, and gradually, in 
little groups, more than 600 have 
already left behind them the fruits 
of years of back-breaking wort, and 
started on another long trek—most 
of them back to Canada. Others are 
leaving daily. 

It is an old story to the Mennon¬ 
ltea. Four centuries of conflicts, per¬ 
secutions and wanderings have hard¬ 
ened them to such tragedies. Two 
hundred and fifty years ago their 
forebears came to America tinder 
similar circumstances.

When they came, speculators had 
anticipated them and gotten options 
on most of the good land.

Since 
those early days it has spread rap¬ 
idly through all parts of Canada and 
now occurs naturally wherever mois¬ 
ture conditions are favorable. 

It does not thrive naturally in the 
prairfe provinces nor tn the southern 
part of Ontario, although it la found 
there, but throughout the Maritime 
provi n ce s , and large sections of 
Quebec and northern Ontario; as well 
ae tn British Columbia west or the 
m o un tai n s the clover often grows In 
great profusion. That it does not 
Play a larger part in the paaturee of 
th em area* ft dor. not ao fnprh to 
the fact that It la not present as to 
a lack of knowledge of the factors 
which make for Its best development.

1 It la well nigh .lmpoaalble %o do 
, this subject Justice In a written dis¬ 
cussion. In the final analysis a 
knowledge of pruning may be only 
acquired through a practical dem¬ 
onstration or by experience. 

There ate a number of methods 
«r styles of pruning, the majority 
of which appear effective. The sys¬ 
tem of pruning which is In vogue at 
the present tlaSe in commercial fruit 
districts end which Is very satisfac¬ 
tory. Is known as the "long” system. 

This consists mainly in a general* 
thinning out of limbs throughout 
the tree, each limb removed being 
cut of! at its base rather than being 
shortened or cut back part way. The 
select limbs remaining are allowed 
to grow to their natural length. 
There are. of course, exceptions, ss 
where limbs have become bent from 
, over-bearing or have become long 
,snd straggly It is surprising, how¬ 
ever. how limbs will remain in 
bounds without cutting back. This 
is because, in the well opened tree, 
lateral and spur growth develops 
over the whole length of the limb 
Instead of arising strongly from the 
tip. aft In the ease of crowded limbs. 

If pruning is not carried on an¬ 
nually, and trees are neglected for 
a few yean, they wffl become too 
thick to produ ee well o olo r e d fruit, 
except on the outer branches. They 
| may also become too high for econ¬ 
omy of picking, spraying, etc. 8 uch 
1 trees should be thinned out first by 
removal of a number of limbs 
throughout the . tree—the limbs to 
be remr-ed completely Instead of 
being cut back. If the tree has grown 
too high, several large limbs may be 
lowered by cutting back to strong 
laterals or aide branches. 

Avoid duplication, such as where 
two large limbs come from the trunk . 
or ecaffold at nearly the aame point

1 good lesson; although we should have 
» learned It long ago. That Is. never 
plant wallflower where they are sub¬ 
ject to the cold north wind ncr In 
a draught. Those planted In the 
shelter of houses, a heavy planting 
of shrubs, or In the lee of fences, 
etc., have come through. 

It Is too bad that our earliest and 
one of the most useful flowering 
plants, aaxl/raga megaaea cordlfolla. 
has been hard hit. The bloom seldom 
recovers from a severe cold spell and 
we can only console ourselves with 
the later flowers which usually ap¬ 
pear when the first have spoiled. 
If you are sure that the flowers have 
been spoiled It Is wise to cut them 
off immediately so ss to encourage 
the later bloom. 

There la one consolation about the 
snow and that It Is will assist to a 
certain extent in gently settling a 
great many plants that have been 
heaved. It has not been heavy 
enough to do very much, but help 
It will. Make a careful survey of your 
j garden for. all plante that have been 
I heaved. Any wet place i where any 
moisture has been lying is the part 
that’suffers most. Weil-drained areas 
v«ry seldom heave. Young plants 
planted out within the last month or 
I two must be carefully looked over. 

! In f»«t. most newly-planted stock Is 
liable to heave.

In the pruning of trees one to four 
years of age. we are concerned chiefly 
with the formation of a suitable 
framework or head. There are three 
types or styles commonly used, 
namely: Open centre or vase-shaped 
type, the central leader or pyramidal 
type, and the modified central

Tbsts of white clover varieties, con-
